The R eserv e Bo ard chairm an 
was particularly critical o f the pro po sed

Burns, w ho se po sitio ns are influential

Ho wev er, Burns also warned that any 
lo ng-term eco no m ic pro gram must be 
directed to w ard co m batting inflatio n. 
"The o utlo o k fo r prices is thus a w o r­ 
riso m e m atter and it must be giv en 
careful attentio n,” the Reserv e Bo ard 
chairman said. 
In his fireside chat, Carter made clear 
his intentio n to cultiv ate direct c o m ­ 
municatio n with the Am erican peo ple.

Ho use Majo rity Leader J am es Wright, 
D-Tex , said the mo st impo rtant facet o f 
the Carter speech "w as his call fo r 
co o peratio n o f the Am erican peo ple.

Ho use Speaker Tho mas P O’Neill J r..

Kirkpatrick testified before 
the House Elections Commit­ 
tee on a bill that would 
establish

presidential 
primary in Missouri to be held 
concurrent 
with 
A p ril 
municipal elections. 
The additional cost to the 
taxpayer, according to a fiscal 
note 
prepare 
by 
Kirkpat­ 
rick s office, 
would 
be 
S350.000. A pnmarv conuuvieu 


on a date not concurrent with 
another election would cost 
about SI million. Kirkpatrick 
said. 
Rep. Fred Lynn, D-Spring- 
field, a co-sponsor of the 
measure, said a presidential 
primary in .Missouri would, 
“ increase voter participation 
and simulate interest, in elec­ 
tions.” Lynn told the commit­ 
tee a primary would also in­ 
crease the state's prestige by 


throwing the 
national 
spotlight on the state. 
Thirty other states conduct 
presidential primaries. Four 
of the states holding primaries 
on the same date proposed for 
Missouri 
are larger than 
Missouri. Kirkpatrick said. 
N a tio n a l convention 
delegates 
from 
Missouri, 
under the bill, would be bound 
on the first two convention 
ballots to vote for the can­ 


didate they had announced 
support for. Delegates who 
failed to vote as required 
would 
be 
prohibited 
from 
holding public office 
or 
employment in Missouri. 
Kirkpatrick said he would 
rather the state wait and see if 
regional or national primary 
days will be adopted by Con­ 
gress. “ We have not been con­ 
vinced that a simple increase 
in the quantity of states par­

Under the bill, the secretary 
of state would determine the 
list of candidates to appear on 
the ballot.

For those persons dissatisfied with the 
way the city has been clearing snow and 
ice from the streets this winter, now you 
can do something about it. 
First Ward Democrat Gary Dey wants 
suggestions on how the street and alley 
department can do a better job 
In a news conference Wednesday after­ 
noon, Dey, chairman of the City Coun­ 
cil’s street and alley committee.said he 


alone has receded almost 30 telephone 
calls at home this past winter from per­ 
sons wanting information on how the city 
goes about its clean-up job. 
From now until March 7, Dey will be 
asking for letters (no phone calls or per­ 
sonal visits ) which will “ suggest how we 
can better remove the snow and keep 
operating costs to a level at which the 
street and alley department can best pro­ 
vide service.” 


Dey noted that in an average winter, 
$26,000 is spent to keep roads clear, with 
about $4,600 of that sum going for salt 
and sand 


So far this January, when most of the 
snow fell here, City Engineer Robert 
Cunningham said, about 100 tons of salt 
and six tons of calcium chloride have 
been used 


Dey outlined the objectives of the 
street and alley department, saying 
“ safety of both the pedestrian and the 
motorist” is its primary concern, as well 
as providing a service to taxpayers that 
they both expect and deserve. 


Presently, 
two 
methods 
of 
snow 
removal are used, Dey said The “ curb- 
to-curb 
method attempts to do just that 
- clean the snow completely from the 
street, he said Although some citizens 
have 
complained 
that 
this 
method 
sometimes blocks driveways and hinders 
pedestrians, 
Dey 
said 
it 
prevents 
dangerous ridges and pathways that 
would otherwise form in streets as the ice 
freezes and thaws 


In the second method, workers scrape 
the snow to the center median of the 
road. Dey said people have complained 
that this makes it hard to cross the center 
median, 
especially 
at 
intersections. 
However, the method allows snow plows 
to easily and quickly scrape up the snow, 
Dey said 


Cunningham said the city has nine 
pieces of equipment which can be used 
for snow removal. There are currently 
about 50 tons of salt on hand, he said, 
although the city usually orders just 
what it needs for one snow storm and 
then orders more. Unlike some eastern 
cities whose salt supplies have been sit­ 
ting idle on ice-locked barges, Sedalia 
buys its salt from Texas and Kansas, 
Cunningham said, and hence is free of 
most delivery problems.

W IC H ITA, Kan. t A P ) — The president 
of the National Pork Producers Council 
warned livestock producers Wednesday 
that drought, not the cold weather, is the 
biggest problem confronting them. 


Virgil Rosendale. who manages a hog 
operation 
near 
Augusta, 
111., 
said 
livestock producers in his area were hav­ 
ing to haul water from towns to their 
livestock because many wells and ponds 
are 
dry. 
He 
addressed 
the 
annual 
meeting of the Kansas Pork Producers 
Council. 


The drought also is a threat to next 
year’s corn crop, he said, and a shortfall 
in the 1977 crop could force livestock pro­ 
ducers to sell their corn directly on the 
market instead of marketing it through 
their animals 


Meat supplies have been building in re­ 
cent months, prompting economists to 
predict lower pork prices in the coming 
year. As pork supplies increase and pork 
prices fall, producers will be forced to li­ 
quidate their herds to bring supplies into 
balance with demand at a profitable 


level, he said.

Reasons for dismissing 
check charges unknown 


Three 
felony 
check 
charges 
were 
dismissed in Magistrate Court Thursday 
morning. However, specifics on those 
cases and the reasons for dismissal of 
each are sketchy due to prevailing state 
statutes and the evident “ no comment” 
attitude of the prosecuting attorney's of­ 
fice toward The Democrat-Capital. 
Felony charges of stealing by deceit 
against Jack Martin Austin, 26, formerly 
of Sedalia and an unsuccessful candidate 
for Pettis County sheriff in 1972, were 
dismissed. 


The charge against Austin stemmed 
from an Aug, 11, 1973, indictment in 
which Austin allegedly borrowed $4,600 
from Don Fulkerson and Lonnie Adair, 
loan officers at Sedalia Mercantile Bank 
and Trust Co., on the pretense of obtain­ 
ing an X-ray developer Austin reported­ 
ly turned the money to his own use and 
did not repay the bank 


Sheriff Emmett Fairfax flew to the 
state of California in January to appear 
in court there in connection with extradi­ 
tion proceedings against Austin to return 
him to Missouri to face the Pettis County 
charge. Had Austin not turned himself in 
to the sheriff's department on Jan. 28, 
Fairfax said he would have had to return 
to California to continue the extradition 
process.

D EAR PO LLY - It really peeves me the way too much 
food coloring pours out when I only need a few drops. It 
seems they could have plastic lids like those on Worcester­ 
shire sauce bottles so only a drop or two will shake out at a 
time. This would save both coloring and disappointment

DEAR PO LLY - A cat urinated on one of my mat­ 
tresses so to eliminate the odor 1 soaked up as much as 
possible with paper towels Then I spread moth balls over 
the area, covered with layers of newspaper and in about a 
week the odor was completely gone. — B.D 
DEAR PO LLY — Perhaps those who still have to 
defrost refrigerators and freezers would be interested in 
the quick and easy way I do this. Buy a rubber hammer at 
the hardware store Turn the freezer off. move food out of 
one section and tap the frost LIG H TLY wth the rubber 
hammer It will fall to the bottom. Scoop this out with a 
kitchen dust pan, wipe clean, replace food in this section 
and do likewise in the other sections. I defrost a large 
freezer in thirty minutes. — MRS. W.W, 
D EA R PO LLY — Mine is a first aid help. Pour one-half 
cup water into a small plastic bag. tie shut very tightly 
with a rubber band and lay out flat in the freezer. This 
makes a handy ice bag for burns, cuts and bruises I found 
it a life saver when I burned myself in the kitchen. The 
cold compress brings relief and works better than cold 
water or ice cubes, — A D 
DEAR PO LLY — I found I still had the clipping that 
once appeared in your column for making a sugar syrup to 
use for stiffening crocheted doilies. The paper had started 
to yellow so it must have been a long time ago that this ap­ 
peared. Boil one-half cup sugar and one-fourth cup water 
until it bubbles. Remove from the fire and when cool 
enough to touch immerse the doily When saturated wring 
it out and shape while it dries. The doily should be very- 
stiff when dry and may I add that this is the best way I 
have ever used Hope this will help Ruth. — CLAIRE

D EAR PO LLY - I would like to know how to keep cats 
away from my side yard It is landscaped with rock and 
my neighbors' cats use it for a litter box Commercial 
sprays do no good.

Are many Senior Citizens 
becoming •‘drug addicts0” Do 
they become “ hooked" by us­ 
ing 
medicines 
for 
longer 
periods or in larger dosages 
than the doctor prescribed0 
Do they get a "fix” by borrow­ 
ing drugs from relatives or 
friends? Or are they mixing 
medicines without consulting 
a doctor and is it possible an 
overdose might result in a 
serious illness of death0 


People in the aging popula­ 
tion spend a disproportionate 
share of their income for 
m edicine 
But 
is 
their 
medicine money spent wisely, 
effectively, safely0 
The spiraling cost of visits to 
the doctor’s office is shocking, 
so there's that temptation to 
be our own medicine man 
However, there are 700 dif­ 
ferent basic chemical com­ 
pounds on the prescription 
drug market They have more 
than 20,000 different brand 
names. It’s all too confusing 
for any of us who want to heal 
ourselves. 


The best advice to follow is 
to see your doctor if you 
believe you're really sick 
Don't prescribe for yourself. 
M ix in g d ru g s 
can 
be 
dangerous. Taking them too 
often in large doses can make 
you feel worse and your physi­ 
cian 
should 
know 
which 
medicines are best for your 
illness. But, when all things 
are equal he should prescribe 
generic drugs. Ask him to do 
this. Generic drugs will be 
much cheaper and just as ef­ 
fective as brand name drugs 
in most cases. The money 
sa v e d can 
am ount 
to 
anywhere from $2 to $10 for a 
single prescription. 
When getting a prescription 
remember that elderly people 
with arthritic hands have dif­ 
ficulty opening medicine bot­ 
tles with the new safety caps. 
Ask your doctor or pharmacist 
to provide you with the old- 
type bottles with the easy-to- 
twist caps. 
Since the doctor diagnoses 
our ailments, shouldn’t he be 
the one who prescribes the 
medicines0 Yet. I read recent- 


lv that there's a dispute bet­ 
ween 
New 
York 
State's 
legislators 
and 
the 
state 
health 
department 
whether 
physician’s assistants, 
who 
are 
not 
licensed 
doctors, 
should be permitted to write 
prescriptions on their own 
And to add to the medical pro­ 
blems of the elderly, some 
pharmacists 
in 
that 
same 
state 
recently 
instituted 
a 
boycott of Medicaid prescrip­ 
tions. 
Fifty million people in the 
United States have a par­ 
ticular 
medical 
problem 
Although more prescription 
drugs have become available 
over the counter we shouldn't 
"play doctor." Even common 
aspirin, undoubtedly fine for a 
headache or arthritis pain and 
helpful in making a cold more 
bearable, 
can 
be 
harmful 
when taken in large quan­ 
tities. 
We should feel safe knowing 
our doctors are prescribing 
the correct medicines to make 
us feel better, and the local 
pharmacist 
is 
filling 
the 
prescriptions with the lower 


cost drugs When in doubt seek 
another medical opinion. But 
there's still danger in the 
medicine chest, the pantry or 
kitchen cupboard or on the 
bedroom night table if the 
drugs are taken incorrectly 
Old, leftover drugs should 
be thrown away. 
Medicines shouldn't be kept 
in the kitchen or pantry near 
cleaning solvents and cooking 
seasonings. 
The 
National 
Safetv Council 
also 
warns 


some medicines are only lor 
external use and a large X in a 
bright color should be marked 
on drugs which shouldn't be 
swallowed. And, always read 
the directions on the medicine 
bottles. 
The National Safety Council 
lists barbiturates and tran­ 
quilizers as the greatest drug 
dangers for older people. They 
advise turning on 
a 
light 
before taking any medicine, 
look at the bottle, read direc­ 


tions and usually keep just one 
night's supply of pills on the 
night table, as specified by 
your doctor. Otherw ise, in the 
confusion of darkness and 
semi-sleep, 
a 
dangerously 
wrong amount of these pills 
can be sw allow ed. 


I ll use an old bromide as 
my prescription for all of us 
seniors: "It's better to be safe 
than sorry."

WASHINGTON — We are hearing a 
good deal of yak-yak-yak from the usual 
liberal circles about the Supreme Court's 
opinion of Jan. 25 in an Oregon case The 
piteous cry is that the court further 
undermined the famous principles of 
“ Miranda," and that we are headed back 
toward the days of Torquemada, the Star 
Chamber, and the rack 


The landmark case of 
Mi randa v. 
Ari zona, 384 
U. S. 436, was decided on 
June 13, 1%6. Actually, there were four 
criminal cases bound into one decision. 
In each case the constitutional question 
involved the Fifth Amendment provision 
that no person “ shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a witness against 
himself." 


Miranda's conviction (and those of the 
other defendants) was reversed A ma­ 
jority of the court held that once police 
have taken a suspect into custody, the 
suspect must be given certain reminders 
and warnings — of his right to remain 
silent, of his right to counsel, and so on 
The decision was hailed by civil liber­ 
tarians as a tremendous leap forward in 
terms of the rights of an accused The 
decision was denounced by law enforce­ 
ment officers as one more obstacle to 
convicting the guilty. 


The Miranda opinion was Chief Justice 
Warren’s particular pride and joy. Why, 
it is hard to say. As an example of the 
opinion-writing art. it had few merits and 
a hundred faults: the opinion was long, 
diffuse, endlessly repetitious, plainly the 
product more of emotion than of reason. 
It split the court wide-open. Clark wrote 
a strong dissent Harlan wrote an even 
stronger dissent, joined by White and

If Ambassador Young really 
believes what he says, then the 
UN, where reality rarely in­ 
trudes, may be the right place 
for him after all. 


Stewart. Then White wrote a third dis­ 
sent of his own, in which he roared his 
disapproval. Those who suppose that the 
“ Miranda warnings" are engraved in 
stone should keep this 5-4 division in 
mind. Warren's great leap commanded a 
bare majority within the court. 


In the very first paragraph of his opi­ 
nion, Warren defined the limits of his 
leap The Miranda principles were to ap­ 
ply to statements “ obtained from an in­ 
dividual who is subjected to custodial 
police interrogation." The limitation as 
to “ custodial interrogation" was ex­ 
pressed not fewer than 25 times. The 
warnings would be required “ after a per­ 
son has been taken into custody or 
deprived of his freedom in any signifi­ 
cant way." 


Warren’s purpose was to prevent 
“ menacing 
police interrogation 
pro­ 
cedures." In an effort to soothe his 
dissenting brothers, he emphasized that 
“ volunteered statements of any kind are 
not banned by the Fifth Amendment and 
their admissibility is not affected by our 
holding today." 


Keeping all this in mind, what of the 
Oregon case last month9 The defendant 
Carl Ray Mathiason was suspected of 
stealing a stereo set from a home in 
Pendleton. Mathiason was a parolee; he 
surely was not ignorant of law enforce­ 
ment An officer tried unavailingly to 
find him. and finally left his calling card 
at Mathiason’s apartment asking the 
suspect to get in touch 


Mathiason 
telephoned 
the 
officer, 
voluntarily made a 5 o'clock appoint­ 
ment at headquarters two blocks from 
his home. Mathiason never was taken in­ 
to custody; he was not arrested at the 
time He went around and talked to the 
officer. They talked in a private room. 
The officer tried a ruse — he said the 
suspect’s finger prints had been found — 
but such a ruse would have been dis­ 
dained by an innocent man. Mathiason 
was not innocent. He was guilty as sin 
He admitted stealing the stereo, and 
disclosed where he had sold it. 
To say that Mathiason was thus 
“ compelled to be a witness against 
himself" is humbug

“ Is not for missiles. Traffic police put 
up these lights to warn people there is a 
pothole," the KGB man said. 


“ Why don’t they put them up around 
all the potholes?" a general asked. 


“ They don't have enough yellow warn­ 
ing lights.” 


“ How do they decide which holes to put 
lights on and which holes not to put lights 
on?" 


For the first time the KGB chief was 
nervous. “ We haven't been able to find 
out why they choose to put lights on some 
holes and not others. There doesn't seem 
to be any pattern to it."

WASHINGTON - The Air Force is 
aghast at the outlandish behavior of 
President Jimmy Carter’s homestate 
heroes, the pride of Georgia — the men of 
the 
116th 
National 
Guard 
Tactical 
Fighter Wing. 


Their 
antics 
have been 
solemnly 
documented by Air Force investigators. 
Dropping a dummy bomb on a road 
maintenance crew and shooting up an 
observation tower are grave enough mat­ 
ters. But the weekend pilots, according to 
sworn statements, also contributed to the 
delinquency of Rojo the rooster. 


They would gather on weekends, these 
modern minute men, ready to defend the 
nation against all enemies. But since the 
United States was not at war, they often 
whiled away the weighty hours at the of­ 
ficers club, where they would crowd 
around the piano to serenade Rojo. 


The rooster usually joined in the levity. 
His favorite drink was whiskey and 
water, which was administered to him 
through an eyedropper. From his piano 
perch, Rojo occasionally presided over 
games of “ dead bug." 


This was a unique training exercise. 
Suddenly, some devilish pilot would 
scream: “ Dead bug! ’’ Then, those highly 
trained, elite members of America's 
defense team would spring into the air, 
crash to the bar floor on their backs and 
furiously wriggle their arms and legs in 
the air. The last man to emulate a dying 


cockroach would be obliged to buy a 
round 
of drinks for 
his 
fellow 
cockroaches. 


Rojo's duties sometimes took him out­ 
side the officers club to the training 
grounds. On such occasions, he strutted 
around with the air of a peacock in 
special battle dress. He wore red baby 
overalls, complete with suspenders, to 
keep him warm in the extremity where 
he was shy on tail feathers. 


The official Air Force inquiry into the 
wondrous ways of the 116th concluded 
gratefully that “ dead bug was not played 
at staff meetings." But this doesn't 
square completely with the recollections 
of the joy boys themselves. Several con­ 
fided to us that during at least one formal 
briefing, some sly dog sounded the battle 
cry: 
“ Dead bug!" 
And the troops 
responded. 


As for Rojo’s boozing, the Air Force in­ 
vestigation failed to turn up any evidence 
that the eye-drop cocktails had impaired 
his official duties. The Air Force sleuths 
found that the activities at the club were 
social and that the rooster “ apparently 
was 
offered, and 
consumed, 
some 
alcoholic beverages.” 


It was last Oct 28 that elements of the 
116th accidentially bombed Brookhaven, 
Ga. in the heartland of their new 
commander-in-chief. The investigators 
recounted that at 2:30 p.m. on that other­ 
wise ordinary day, a member of the 
county road maintenance crew 
was 
working 300 feet from the intersection of 
Canooehee Drive and Appalachee Drive, 
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“How l ong has i t been, now, si nce you gave up 
smoki 
ng?” 


Suddenly, a flight of F-100 warplanes 
from the 116th appeared overhead. Out of 
the blue, a 25-pound dummy bomb 
whistled down, snapped two power lines 
and gouged a chunk out of the county 
road. Although houses lined both sides of 
the street, there were no casualties. 


Indignant county officials, however, 
sent a $424.62 damage bill to the National 
Guard. But Georgia’s adjutant general 
and National Guard commander, Maj. 
Gen. Billy Jones, eventually convinced 
the DeKalb County commissioners that 
"it would cost more money for the 
government to process the bill than it 
would be worth ... We forgot about it.” 


This wasn't the first narrow miss for 
the 116th. On Aug. 11, 1975. Lt.Col. 
Thomas Saffold participated in a four- 
plane strafing attack at the Rodman 
Naval Range, Fla He whipped his F-100 
fighter through the tight combat pattern, 
searched the ground whizzing by him for 
his target and cut loose a burst of 
machine gun fire. The spattering bullets 
barely missed an observation tower 200 
yards from the target. 


For this indignity to the official 
observers. Saffold is no longer allowed to 
fly F-lOOs But to salve his humiliation, 
he was promoted to colonel and was 
made vice-wing commander of the 116th. 
He now helps command the F-lOOs he is 
not allowed to fly. This doesn’t bother 
him. “ It gives me more time for (ad­ 
ministrative) work.” he told us. 


The commander of the 116th, Col. 
William Berry Jr. also qualifies for more 
administrative work. Last Oct. 12, he 
missed a turning point in a flight plan 
and led a flight of F-lOOs into the traffic 
pattern at the Gainesville, Fla,, airport. 
This was disconcerting to an Eastern 
Airlines pilot who was bringing in his 
Boeing-727.

Outdoors 
Code of ethics 
for sportsmen? 


Wisconsin resource officials are considering a proposal 
that would require hunters to sign a code of ethics before 
heading to the fields. 
The proposed “ Creed of Wisconsin Sportsmen“ was 
developed by a 30-member citizens committee that studied 
hunting ethics as practiced in the state. 
The code of ethics was among proposals aimed at 
educating hunters, while other recommendations included 
requiring hunting license exams, simplify ing regulations, in­ 
creasing law enforcement and authorizing the state to con­ 
trol hunting areas to avoid overcrowding. 
The committee's intent is to have the code included as part 
of the hunting licence, although the code would not be subject 
to the same enforcement efforts as other regulations. The 
group has not worked on the mechanics of putting the code in­ 
to use. 
John Keener, director of Wisconsin’s Bureau of Wildlife 
Management, said m any sportsmen s clubs and organiza­ 
tions had adopted ethics codes, but he w as not aw are of other 
states doing so. 
As suggested, the code would begin with a statement that 
“ I will set a personal example to broaden public understand­ 
ing of sport hunting as a valuable form of outdoor recreation 
and an essential tool of wildlife management, agid recognize 
that my conduct is a reflection on the collective hunter im­ 
age.” 
Other points cover such areas as know ledge of and respect 
for game animals, phy sical fitness, gun safety , marksman­ 
ship and politeness in dealing with fellow hunters and the 
non-hunting public. 
The proposed code, like the study committee's other 
recommendations, has been assigned to a committee that 
will report back to the state Natural Resources Board, which 
sets resource policy . 


Taneycomo hearing 


The Missouri Clean Water Commission say s it will review 
testimony taken at a hearing last week in Springfield concer­ 
ning the low oxy gen content of water at Lake Taney como 
during the fall and present its proposals at public hearings 
this spring 
The water discharged from Table Rock Dam into Lake 
Taney como in the fall is low in oxy gen because of poor aera­ 
tion below the surface. Witnesses testified that the low ox­ 
y gen problem slows fishing before the situation corrects 
itself in late fall or early winter 
Dr Ja m es Whitley , a water quality expert with the 
Missouri Conservation Department, said the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers should install a $1.5-million aeration 
device to solve the problem He said oxy gen content falls as 
low as one or two parts per million in the fall and fish have 
trouble surviving under those conditions. He said the desired 
oxy gen level is six parts per million 
Larry Gale, deputy director of the Conservation Depart­ 
ment. said the department feels the Corps of Engineers 
should be required to meet state and federal water quality 
standards. 
Jim Stokes, m a n a ge r of the Branson Lakes Chamber of 
Commerce, noted that when the oxy gen content drops, so 
does fishing success and. in turn, income to the area

Russian natural gas m ay 
som eday heat U.S. homes 


NEW YORK (A P) — A par­ 
tial solution to the U.S. natural 
gas shortage might lie in the 
Ural Mountains and in the 
Yakutsk area of Siberia 


The possibility of using this 
gas in the United States isn’t 
fantasy 
Negotiations which 
began in 1971 have been hesi­ 
tant since then, although work 
continues on the Siberian pro­ 
ject. whose fuel would go to 
the U S West Coast 
The Ural Mountain project, 
whose fuel would be shipped 
from Murmansk to supply the 
East Coast areas of the United 
States, has been stalled by 
mutual fears and some in­ 
decisiveness by this country. 
i t would take an important 
initiative from the new ad­ 
ministration 
before 
Russia 
will look at it again,” said 
Harold Scott, former assistant 
secretary of commerce and 
now president of the U.S.- 
U.S.S R Trade Council 
“ If President Carter’s group 
is going to talk to the Soviets 
this ought to be on the shop­ 
ping list,” he said 
Tne council, made up of the 
chief executives of the very 
largest American companies 
and their Soviet counterparts, 
is designed to explore and 
facilitate trade between the 
two nations Traditionally, the 
U S Treasury secretary and 
the 
Soviet 
foreign 
trade 
m in ister 
are 
honorary 
directors 
The subject of reopening 
discussions on the natural gas 
projects 
was 
inform ally 
discussed by council member's 
at their latest 
meeting in 
Moscow 
last 
December, 
although no formal initiatives 
were made by either side 
But 
in Scott's view, the 
possibilities are so enormous 
as to almost demand further 
discussion, if only to bring the 
pros 
and cons 
before 
the 
American people 


The Ural Mountain project, 
called North Star, could if 
completed maintain a supply 
equal to the entire industrial 
needs of New York, 
New 
Jersey 
and 
Pennsylvania 
throughout this century and 
beyond 
The 
Yakutsk project, 
in 
combination 
with 
Japan 
which is financing it, would 
provide gas to be liquefied and 
shipped, 
perhaps 
from 
Vlaaivostock, to Japan and 
U.S West Coast ports. 
Scott is anxious that his in­ 
terest not necessarilly be con­ 
strued as advocacy. “ I am 
very cautious,” he said. “ It is 
very important to both coun­ 
tries to Be cautious. But why 
not sit down and look carefully 
at it9”

negotiations in 1971, when the 
Soviets very much wanted the 
United States to develop the 
sites, to be paid for by the gas 
that flowed from the wells,

At that time the Soviets 
were desperate for a trade* 
relationship and perhaps were 
more willing to sell a vital 
natural resource than they 
might now be Some Soviet's 
say it might be more pro­ 
fitable to upgrade the gas into 


petrochemicals, plastics and 
fertilizers. 
However, the Soviets have a 
$1 billion trade deficit with the 
United States and are thus 
thought by some authorities to 
be unwilling to give up the 
possibility of obtaining U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Acting quickly 


under the new emergency natural gas 
law, the Federal Power Commission 
ordered the first transfer of gas from 
west to east Thursday to aid shortage- 
sticken pipelines and their customers. 
FPC Chairman Richard L. Dunham 


told a news conference the gas already 
had started flowing. He said it should 
take only a few hours to start aiding 
eastern states with severe gas shortages 
but only to a relatively small degree. 
The diverted gas had been intended for 


Oregon and Washington but is now 
heading to the East, he said. 
Dunham said the commission is look­ 
ing for other additional gas supplies, and 
has had an offer from the state of Califor­ 
nia and is working on possible gas injec­ 
tions 
from 
Mexico 
and 
Canada. 


Diplomatic sources in Mexico City said 
Mexico will sell 40 million cubic feet of 
gas a day to the United States, beginning 
next week. 
An FPC official said that although 


natural gas travels through pipelines at 
around 20 miles an hour, the emergency 
sales and transfers of gas can provide 
almost immediate relief thousands of 
miles away, without waiting for the 
emergency gas to move, physically, 
through the entire length of pipeline. 
In some cases, in fact, the emergency 


gas may never travel the full distance 
but, instead, will be traded to serve more 
local needs, freeing other gas supplies 
farther up the line. This process is called 
“ d isp la cem e n t” 
and 
can 
bring 


shortage-relief far away in a matter of 
hours or minutes. 
Meanwhile, there were these related

Powell said administration officials are 
looking for ways to assess natural gas in­ 
dustry reports on profits and reserves to 
determine the extent of any national fuel 
shortage. 
Government energy agencies now rely 


on industry-supplied data to measure

figures, Powell replied. “ You have to

WASHINGTON (A P) - Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance said Thursday he 
intends to explore with the Russians a 
mutual cutback in conventional weapons 
and arms sales as well as lowering the 
limit that the two superpowers have ten­ 
tatively placed on their nuclear arsenals. 
In his first interview since assuming 
office. Vance said a reduction of non­ 
nuclear arms "is of critical importance”

We are hearing a 
good deal of yak-yak-yak from the usual 
liberal circles about the Supreme Court's 
opinion of Jan. 25 in an Oregon case The 
piteous cry is that the court further 
undermined the famous principles of 
‘ Miranda.” and that we are headed back 
toward the days of Torquemada, the Star 
Chamber, and the rack 


The landmark case of Mira n d a v. 
Arizo n a , 384 U.S. 436, was decided on 
June 13. 1966 Actually, there were four 
criminal cases bound into one decision. 
In each case the constitutional question 
involved the Fifth Amendment provision 
that no person "shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a witness against 
himself.” 


Miranda's conviction ¡and those of the 
other defendants was reversed. A ma­ 
jority of the court held that once police 
have taken a suspect into custody, the 
suspect must be given certain reminders 
and warnings — of his right to remain 
silent, of his right to counsel, and so on. 
The decision was hailed by civil liber­ 
tarians as a tremendous leap forward in 
terms of the rights of an accused. The 
decision was denounced by law enforce­ 
ment officers as one more obstacle to 
convicting the guilty. 


The Miranda opinion was Chief Justice 
Warren’s particular pride and joy. Why, 
it is hard to say As an example of the 
opinion-writing art. it had few merits and 
a hundred faults; the opinion was long, 
diffuse, endlessly repetitious, plainly the 
product more of emotion than of reason 
It split the court wide-open Clark wrote 
a strong dissent. Harlan wrote an even 
stronger dissent, joined by White and

Stewart. Then White wrote a third dis­ 
sent of his own, in which he roared his 
disapproval. Those who suppose that the 
"Miranda warnings” are engraved in 
stone should keep this 5 -4 division in 
mind Warren’s great leap commanded a 
bare majority within the court 


In the very first paragraph of his opi­ 
nion, Warren defined the limits of his 
leap The Miranda principles were to ap­ 
ply to statements “ obtained from an in­ 
dividual who is subjected to custodial 
police interrogation.” The limitation as 
to "custodial interrogation” was ex­ 
pressed not fewer than 25 times. The 
warnings would be required "after a per­ 
son has been taken into custody or 
deprived of his freedom in any signifi­ 
cant way.” 


Warren’s purpose 
was to prevent 
"menacing 
police 
interrogation 
pro­ 
cedures.” In an effort to soothe his 
dissenting brothers, he emphasized that 
“ volunteered statements of any kind are 
not banned by the Fifth Amendment and 
their admissibility is not affected by our 
holding today.” 


Keeping all this in mind, what of th% 
Oregon case last month9 The defendant 
Carl Ray Mathiason was suspected of 
stealing a stereo set from a home in 
Pendleton. Mathiason was a parolee; he 
surely was not ignorant of law enforce­ 
ment An officer tried unavailingly to 
find him, and finally left his calling card 
at Mathiason’s apartment asking the 
suspect to get in touch 


Mathiason 
telephoned 
the 
officer, 
voluntarily made a 5 o'clock appoint­ 
ment at headquarters two blocks from 
his home. Mathiason never was taken in­ 
to custody; he was not arrested at the 
time He went around and talked to the 
officer They talked in a private room 
The officer tried a ruse — he said the 
suspect’s finger prints had been found — 
but such a ruse would have been dis­ 
dained by an innocent man. Mathiason 
was not innocent He was guilty as sin. 
He admitted stealing the stereo, and 
disclosed where he had sold it. 
To say that 
Mathiason 
was thus 
"compelled to be a witness against 
himself” is humbug

WASHINGTON - The Air Force is 
aghast at the outlandish behavior of 
President Jimmy Carter's homestate 
heroes, the pride of Georgia — the men of 
the 
116th 
National 
Guard 
Tactical 
Fighter Wing. 


Their 
antics 
have 
been 
solemnly 
documented by Air Force investigators. 
Dropping a dummy bomb on a road 
maintenance crew and shooting up an 
observation tower are grave enough mat­ 
ters. But the weekend pilots, according to 
sworn statements, also contributed to the 
delinquency of Rojo the rooster. 


They would gather on weekends, these 
modern minute men. ready to defend the 
nation against all enemies. But since the 
United States was not at war, they often 
whiled away the weighty hours at the of­ 
ficers club, where they would crowd 
around the piano to serenade Rojo. 


The rooster usually joined in the levity. 
His favorite drink was whiskey and 
water, which was administered to him 
through an eyedropper. From his piano 
perch, Rojo occasionally presided over 
games of “ dead bug.” 


This was a unique training exercise. 
Suddenly, some devilish pilot would 
scream: “ Dead bug!” Then, those highly 
trained, elite members of America’s 
defense team would spring into the air. 
crash to the bar floor on their backs and 
furiously wriggle their arms and legs in 
the air. The last man to emulate a dying 


cockroach would be obliged to buy a 
round 
of 
drinks 
for 
his 
fellow 
cockroaches. 


Rojo’s duties sometimes took him out­ 
side the officers club to the training 
grounds. On such occasions, he strutted 
around with the air of a peacock in 
special battle dress He wore red baby 
overalls, complete with suspenders, to 
keep him warm in the extremity where 
he was shy on tail feathers 


The official Air Force inquiry into the 
wondrous ways of the 116th concluded 
gratefully that "dead bug was not played 
at staff meetings.’’ But this doesn’t 
square completely with the recollections 
of the joy boys themselves Several con­ 
fided to us that during at least one formal 
briefing, some sly dog sounded the battle 
cry: 
"Dead bug!” 
And the 
troops 
responded. 


As for Rojo’s boozing, the Air Force in­ 
vestigation failed to turn up any evidence 
that the eye-drop cocktails had impaired 
his official duties. The Air Force sleuths 
found that the activities at the club were 
social and that the rooster "apparently 
was offered, 
and 
consumed, 
some 
alcoholic beverages. ' 


It was last Oct. 28 that elements of the 
116th accidentially bombed Brookhaven, 
Ga.

Canoochee Drive and Appalachee Drive, 


Suddenly, a flight of F-100 warplanes 
from the 116th appeared overhead. Out of 
the blue, a 25-pound dummy bomb 
whistled down, snapped two power lines 
and gouged a chunk out of the county 
road. Although houses lined both sides of 
the street, there were no casualties. 


Indignant county officials, however, 
sent a $4 2 4 .6 2 
damage bill to the National 
Guard, But Georgia's adjutant general 
and National Guard commander, Maj. 
Gen. Billy Jones, eventually convinced 
the DeKalb County commissioners that 
"it would cost more money for the 
government to process the bill than it 
would be worth ... We forgot about it.” 


This wasn’t the first narrow miss for 
the 116th. On Aug. 11, 1975, Lt.Col. 
Thomas Saffold participated in a four- 
plane strafing attack at the Rodman 
Naval Range, Fla He whipped his F-100 
fighter through the tight combat pattern, 
searched the ground whizzing by him for 
his target and cut loose a burst of 
machine gun fire. The spattering bullets 
barely missed an observation tower 200 
yards from the target. 


For 
this 
indignity 
to 
the official 
observers, Saffold is no longer allowed to 
fly F-lOOs But to salve his humiliation, 
he was promoted to colonel and was 
made vice-wing commander of the 116th. 
He now helps command the F-lOOs he is 
not allowed to fly. This doesn’t bother 
him. “ It gives me more time for (ad­ 
ministrative) work,” he told us. 


The commander of the 116th, Col. 
William Berry Jr. also qualifies for more 
administrative work. Last Oct. 12, he 
missed a turning point in a flight plan 
and led a flight of F-lOOs into the traffic 
pattern at the Gainesville, Fla., airport. 
This was disconcerting to an Eastern 
Airlines pilot who was bringing in his 
Boeing-727.
